e $250,000 for replacement and repair of State Fair equipment. 

e $240,000 to support the Urban Farm Program to reduce food insecurity in urban areas. 

e $180,000 federal funds for the Specialty Crop Block Grant Program. 

e $168,000 Agriculture Protection Fund to purchase two feed laboratory analytic testing instruments. 
e $139,915 to replace vans used by small scales inspectors in the Device and Commodity Program.
